A proclamation dated Granada, capi¬ 
tal of the department of the same 
name, on the northwest shore of Lake 
Nicaragua, announces that, Juan Es¬ 
trada, after resigning the Presidency 
of Nicaragua to Vice-President Adolfo 
Diaz, tried to embark at Corinto on 
board a south-bound steamer. The 
President was accompanied by General 
Monicalo, the Nicaraguan Minister of! 
the Interior. 

Earlier advices received from Gra¬ 
nada indicated that a crisis had been 
reached in the ill feeling between 
President Estrada and his Minister of 
War, General Luis Mena. It was re¬ 
ported the President had imprisoned 
the War Minister, but later had been 
forced to release Mena and temporarily 
to withdraw from the Presidency. 

The constituent assembly of Gra¬ 
nada, according to the proclamation, 
will discuss the legality of the Presi¬ 
dency of Adolfo Diaz and probably 
will elect General Mena to succeed 
him.

Germany has warned France of the 
dangerous consequences likely to fol¬ 
low the occupation of Fez by French 
troops.

WELLS-FARGO OPPOSES PROBE 


Denies Authority of State Board of 
Railroad Commissioners. 

Denying the authority of the State 
Railroad Commission to begin any in¬ 
vestigation into the reasonableness of 
the rates demanded in this State, legal 
and business representatives of Wells, 
Fargo & Co. appeared before the Com¬ 
mission Tuesday, in an attempt to 
stop the investigation that has been 
started by that body. However, despite 
the arguments advanced by the repre¬ 
sentatives of the express company the 
Commission emphasized its belief in 
its right to proceed and the company 
was given until next Monday to de¬ 
cide whether or not It will appear at 
the investigation. 

For several months complaints of 
excess charges and of other acts of 
the express company have been re¬ 
ceived by the Commission. That 
Wells, Fargo & Co. considers the sit¬ 
uation serious from its own view-1 
point is evidenced by the fact that at 
the meeting Tuesday its chief attor- j 
ney, E. W. Stockton of New York, 
was present and made the argument 
against the Commission beginning any 
general investigatioin. 

Attorney Stockton said that the 
company is willing to co-operate with 
the Commission in any investigation 
of specific complaints, but that the 
Commission has no legal authority to 
conduct an investigation having as its 
object a general reduction of express 
rates. In this position he was sup¬ 
ported by E. S. Pillsbury, the local 
attorney for the express company. 

Briefly, the contention of the ex¬ 
press company is that by the provi¬ 
sions of the law an express company 


does not come witnin the Jurisdiction 
of the Railroad Commission. Presi¬ 
dent Eshelman of the Commission did 
not argue the point, contenting him¬ 
self with informing the representa¬ 
tives of the express company of the 
Commission’s decision to conduct the 
investigation.

MADERO SETS UP 
AJjOVERNMENT 

Insurgents Keep Good Order in 
Captured Town 

Mexico’s provisional Government has 
become an established fact with the 
naming of Francisco I. Madero Jr., 
provisional President, of his Cabinet 
officers and the establishment of a 
capital at the captured city of Juarez. 
The Cabinet is as follows: 

Dr. Vasquez Gomez, Minister of For¬ 
eign Relations; Gustavo Madero, Min¬ 
ister of Finance; Venustiano Carranza, 
Minister of War; Frederico Gonzales 
Garza, Minister of the Interior; Pino 
Suarez, Minster of Justice; Juan San¬ 
chez Azcona, Secretary to the Presi¬ 
dent. 

Minister of War Carranza will have 
charge of the railways and telegraphs, 
and his first act was to grant permis¬ 
sion for the repair of the Mexican 
Northwestern Railroad. A gang of 
men immediately set to work repair¬ 
ing the torn-up roadbed south of 
Juarez. 

Gonzales Garza will have charge of 
the mail service, and the Secretary of 
the Treasury, Gustavo Madero, will 
direct the affairs of the Custom-house.

The embargo against visitors has 
been removed and curious sightseers 
in thousands poured across the bridges 
leading from El Paso. 

The insurrectos are not overlooking 
the possibility of attack from General 
Rabago, reported approaching from 
Chihuahua with a. relief force. Natur¬ 
ally, the rebel leaders will not divulge 
their plans in this direction, hut it is 
known that surprise from the south is 
carefully being guarded against. 

Juarez itself contains the larger part 
of Madero’s original force of 1940 men, 
augmented by several scores of vol¬ 
unteers who, during the day, enlisted 
under the banner of the victorious 
rebel army and were armed with cap¬ 
tured rifles. 

Federal Force Disorganized. 

Now that the battle of Juarez has 
been fought and won, even the insur¬ 
recto leaders are wondering somewhat 
at the easiness of their capture of the 
city that appeared almost impregnable. 
With a well-drilled force of regulars, 
thoroughly armed, with field and ma¬ 
chine guns posted at vital points, the 
garrison, outfought and outmaneu- 
vered, surrendered to a force of insur¬ 
rectos that at the most did not number 
more than GOO or 700 fighting men 
when the white flag on the federal bar¬ 
racks was run up. 

An explanation may he found in the 
expressions of federal prisoners. A 
number of the wounded expressed sym¬ 
pathy with the revolutionist cause, 
while others, not wounded, but dis¬ 
armed, openly fraternized with the in¬ 
surrectos. 

“They simply would not fight,” epit¬ 
omizes the belief in the insurrecto 
ranks.

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My husband and I had been work- j 
ing for some time educating the peas- I 
antry in Russia and had the good luck ! 
to escape the police. Our work was 
done by means of matter written, 
printed and distributed all in secret. ! 
So long as we had no traitors among 
us we felt comparatively safe. And 
since we were all doing the work as 
a matter of duty the only danger from 
traitors was that some spy should come 
among us for the express purpose of 
betraying us. The other dangers were 
that the police should get word of our 
depots of supplies or intercept the mat¬ 
ter while leaving our hands. 

One day I went to the main depot to 
get some matter ready for shipment. 
The room was at the top of a business 
building, and I climbed the stairs with

the usual dread lest I might find the 
room in the possession of the police, 
for I knew that when they raided any 
place hostile to the government they 
were accustomed to keep out of sight 
that they might entrap any one visit¬ 
ing it, not knowing that it had been 
raided. When I reached the top of the 
last staircase I paused and listened for 
some sound in our rooms, since I ex¬ 
pected that one of our society was 
there. The only sound I heard was 
the ticking of a clock. I put my hand 
on the knob, opened the door and was 
about to walk in when I stopped with 
a start. In the room were several offi¬ 
cers of police. 

Immediately one of them was sent 
by his chief to go to my home with 
me. No time was wasted, because it 
was hoped to catch others implicated 
in the work we were doing, and at any 
moment such persons might hear of 
the raid and be prepared. I knew that 
if I led them to my home my husband 
would be caught with a large amount 
of educational printed matter in our 
chambers. It was my object, there¬ 
fore, to delay going there as long as 
possible.

“I know that I came here to meet a 
friend. I may have got into the wrong 
room.” 

“You go with this man and show 
him where you live.” 

I was not sorry to be refused, for 
I could not have bettered myself had 
he assented. I went down stairs with 
the man who had been assigned to the 
work of forcing me to implicate oth¬ 
ers, but 1 had nothing to gain by 
doing so, since I was doomed, of course, 
to Siberia in any event, and I was not 
likely to betray my own husband. 

1 walked with the man who guard¬ 
ed me all over the city. At last he 
stopped and told me that if I did not 
take him to my home he would take 
me to police headquarters. 

The man did not appear very confi¬ 
dent when he made this threat, and I 
determined to try to deceive him. I 
forced tears into my eyes, which was 
not very difficult considering the situa¬ 
tion in which I was placed. I w r as 
aware at the time that the best way 
for a woman to get the better of a man 
is through tears. 

“I am sorry for you,” he said, “but 
I must do my duty.” 

“You don’t understand why I weep,” 
I replied. “You think it is because I 
fear to betray some one at home. What 
I fear is my husband. He suspects me, 
not of disobeying the law, but of hav¬ 
ing a secret from him. When he sees 
me coming in under arrest he will con¬ 


sider that his suspicions have been con- , 
firmed.” 

“I can’t help that,” said the officer. 

“I have been ordered to go with you 
to your home, and I must obey the 
order.” 

At that moment we passed a friend ' 
of my husband. Seeing me In charge 
of a police officer, he looked at me 
wonderingly. I did not speak to him. 
but gave him a look which told him 
to warn my husband. By the way he 
stepped out in the direction of my 
home I believed (hat he had understood 
me. If this were so. all I had to do | 
was to keep my attendant walking till \ 
my husband had been Informed and 
had had time to remove all compro- 1 
mistng matter. 

“Well,” I said to the officer, “If you [ 
have no heart I suppose I must take 
the consequences. But it will surely 
break up my relations with my hus¬ 
band. Oh, dear! What shall I do?” 

I started on, but not in the direction 
of my home. My guardian walked si¬ 
lently beside me, I constantly giving j 
vent to lamentations at the trouble I 
expected with my husband. At the i 
end of half an hour, not seeing any 
end to our peregrinations, the man told 
me that he was forced to take me to 
the chief of police. 

“Give me one more chance,” I said. 
“I have finally made up my mind to 
take you to my home, to face my hus- | 
band and have an end to this matter. I 
But what a misfortune I have had in 
getting into the wrong room!” 

I w r as at the time quite a distance ! 
from our rooms, but since I kept a 
straight path, not turning corners, as I 
had done before, my attendant did not 
consider that I was deceiving him. At 
any rate, he said nothing, walking be¬ 
side me stolidly. I was in terror lest 
my husband had not been warned. If j 
ho had been I did not expect to find 1 
him at home, but did expect that our 
rooms would be stripped of documents. 

Our home was on the second floor 
of an apartment house.

• But the man. though not very bright 
looking, was not so stupid as to let us 
remain in the living room while he 
went elsewhere. 
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“You come with me,” he said, includ¬ 
ing both of us. 

“Certainly,” said my husband. “We 
will assist you in your search. We 
will open up every closet, guide you to 
every nook, and when you are con¬ 
vinced of our loyalty I trust that you 
will report it so that it may reach his 
majesty’s ears.” 

There were but few rooms, and we— 
or, rather, my husband—led him 
through them all. In a cabinet was 
found a number of pamphlets that my 
husband had published some years be¬ 
fore embodying suggestions to the gov¬ 
ernment as to hov T to deal with revo¬ 
lutionists and profuse w r ith expressions 
of loyalty. The pamphlet had been 
written when my husband first be¬ 
came interestetd in bettering the con¬ 
dition of our people and had greatly 
pleased the government. But the sug¬ 
gestions had not been followed, and 
the author had taken the work of edu¬ 
cation into his own hands. I did not 
doubt that he had placed these pam¬ 
phlets where they would be found, 
though he had done so, expecting that 
an officer of higher rank would ex¬ 
amine them.

“I was one of the conspirators,” said 
Florence in recalling the night. “ ‘Hold 
back!’ was my line. It was the first, 
last and only line I hud in the play. I 
was naturally very timid at rehearsals, 
and I delivered this order in a way un¬ 
like that of a real conspirator. 

“ ‘Shout it. my hoy, shout it—let them 
hear that you have a voice,’ said the 
stage manager. ’If you want to suc¬ 
ceed in this business you have got to 
have confidence in yourself. If you go

sell you must make as much noise as 
if you had a thousand. That’s the way 
to get on.’ 

“Well, the eventful night came. I got 
my cue, entered and. rushing down to 
the footlights, yelled at the top of my 
voice, ‘Hold back!’

I 
can assure you the line ‘went.’ The 
audience roared with laughter. No 
other line in the play made such a hit 
that night as did my line—the very 
first I ever spoke on the stage.”—Kan¬ 
sas City Star.
